ORDER

In Fox V. Strickland , 837 F.2d 507 (D.C. Cir. 1988), the Court 
of Appeals held that a district court must take pains to advise a 
pro se party of the consequences of failing to respond to a 
dispositive motion. "That notice . . . should include an 
explanation that the failure to respond . . . may result in the 
district court granting the motion and dismissing the case." Id. 
at 509.

ORDERED that Plaintiff shall respond to Defendant's Motion for 
Judgment on the Pleadings [Dkt. No. 8] no later than June 25, 2006. 
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If Plaintiff does not respond, the Court will treat the Motion as 
granted and enter judgment in favor of Defendant.
